The new policy will be placed before the board at its 
gular meeting Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. for action 
In addition to the three administrators and three 
achers who now constitute a screening committee for 
Iministrators, the new policy calls for the addition of 
ree community people and. in the event the ad- 
inistrator is to serve in a high school, the addition of the 
udent body president in a non voting, advisory capacity. 
It is anticipated the board will approve this new 
‘oposal since it is faced with the task of filling seven va- 
mt administrative positions in district schools before 


11. 
These positions are either assistant superintendent or 
rector of personnel, personnel assistant, assistant prin­ 


cipals at Pomona High School and Palomares Junior High 
School, principal at San Jose Elementary School, dean ot 
students at Ganesha High School and Emergency School 
Aid Act (ESAA) Project supervisor. 
The position of assistant superintendent of personnel 
was deleted by board action in March when the present 
assistant superintendent of personnel, Lynn Rountree, 
was selected to replace the assistant superintendent of 
business, G arrett C. Nichols, who has resigned 
Personnel director Jam es W. Marquis resigned Thurs­ 
day to become director of personnel in the ban Luis 
Obispo Coastal Unified School District July 1 
The remaining five openings are the result of three 
resignations, one retirement and one promotion. Those 
who resigned were Jan Button at Pomon«i, E. David 
Barker at Palomares and Philip H. Morgan Jr., ESAA 
project director. San Jose Principal Eleanor Allen is 
retiring the end of the school year. Ganesha s dean of stu­ 


dents. Ernest E Polster was elevated to adult school 
program assistant in March.

A general plan for the Chino Hills, 
which could be modified to include a 
much-discussed airport, has been 
adopted by the Chino City Council 
Chino Hills presently is under 
county jurisdiction, but since the 
area will ultimately be within the 
city's sphere of influence, approval 
by Chino was necessary. County 
supervisors already have okayed the 
plan 
The 40-square-nule area, which 
may be annexed to Chino in the 
future, is bounded by the ( orona Ex­ 
pressway on the east. Riverside 
County line on the south, and the Los 
Angeles-Orange County lines on the 
west and north 
No opposition was voiced during a 
public hearing, and the plan was un­ 
animously adopted by the council 
Tuesday. 
The proposed Chino Hills airport, 
acknowledged by officials to be "the 
most controversial issue’’ in the 
general plan area, is not included in 
the land use plan 
However, officials said, the plan 
was drawn up in such a way that it 
could accommodate the airport 
A feasibility study presently ts be­ 
ing conducted on the airport, but it 
may Like several years to complete, 
officials say. The airport would be 
located in the southerly portion of 
the hills, astride the line 
Another major concern is the ex­ 
isting heavy m anufacturing use 
along Soquel Canyon 
The plan 
proposes that Aerojet Corp. be 
“ phased out" because transportation 
and development of explosives in a 
residential area is “ completely in­ 
compatible.’’ 
The St Joseph s Hill of Hope, a 
proposed 440-acre religious founda­ 
tion in the Sleepy Hollow area, is a 
third major land use in the plan A 
large religious and medical facility, 
Hill of Hope is planned to include 
research hospital facilities, a con­ 
vent, am p h ith eatre, hotel, and 
residences for the elderly. 
Generally, the plan will retain the 
Chino Hills as largely open and un­ 
developed, or developed to a 
relatively low residential density. 
Future projsisals must be compati­ 
ble with existing developments 
Highest density allowed would be 
four to eight units per acre, covering 
onlv a small portion of the project, 
near Carbon Canyon and Pipeline 
Avenue 
L ow est density, one unit per five to 
10 acres, covers 58 per cent of the 
area. 
Four 
neighborhood commercial 
centers are proposed in the plan 
They would contain a market and 
other convenience stores 
A network of bridle trulls also is 
planned, including a major one along 
the San Antonio Wash adjacent to 
Corona Expressway leading from 
Prado Regional Park to Bonelli 
Park 
Small secondary trails will cross 
the hills toward the west along the 
wash Bridle trails also will connect 
with existing golf courses at Los Ser­ 
ranos and Western Hills. 
The plan’s transportation compo­ 
nent 
includes two scenic routes, 
which will stretch across the hills 
from the northwest to the southeast 
Corona Expressway, the future ex­ 
tension of Dudley Street and Carbon 
Canyon Hoad, trom the intersection 
of Dudley to the Orange County line, 
are designated as scenic highways 
Meanwhile, a plea by the Chino 
pioneer organization to preserve a 
downtown building for historical pur­ 
poses was rejected by the council. 
Councilmen agreed with a recom­ 
mendation by Public Works Director 
John Gerardi that the Gaibreath 
Building at Sixth and D streets is 
‘ unsafe.’’ 
structure, which now houses 


the Chino Glass Co., is also within 
the Civic Center site, and is ticketed 
for demolition. 
Gerardi said that since the m aster 
plan for the civic center was ap­ 
proved a year ago. and other actions 
have been taken, such as awarding a 
contract for construction of th«* 
county b u ilding, it w ould be 
“chaotic’’ from a timing standpoint 
to redesign the site 
The building also could not be 
moved to another area because ot 
“ structural inadequacies,'’ Gerardi 
noted 
He added it would be costly to 
restore, and Mayor Bob McLeod

N EW YORK (A P) - 
Secrecy is a declining 
practice in the churches. 
T h e y ’ve becom e in ­ 
creasingly open about their 
official discussions, deci­ 
sions and operations. But 
just as in government, con­ 
cealment — and at times 
deceptions — still occur. 
In some cases, there are 
closed meetings, confiden­ 
tial 
reports, 
hidden 
agendas, 
unrevealed ac­ 
tions. 
Yet the churches, like 
oth er 
p u b lic 
and 
governmental institutions, 
represent people, are sup­ 
ported by the people’s 
money and the people con­ 
sequently are entitled to 
know what goes on, says 
Richard N Ostling, presi­ 
dent of the Religion News- 
wri tors Association 
While the churches 
generally affirm that prin­ 
ciple, he writes in a book 
issued by Harper and Row, 
“ Secrecy in the Church,” 
they sometimes don’t live 
up to it. Take some recent 
examples: 
— Rom an 
C a th o lic 
bishops, at their annual 
meeting last fall, acted in 
closed session on a matter 
of obvious concern both to 
church members and the 
public, but afterward 
w o u ld n 't 
r e v e a l 
it. 
Reporters queried usually 
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candid friends among 
them, but they wouldn’t 
tell. Their than president, 
John Cardinal Krol, of 
Philadelphia, 
had ad­ 
monished them to silence. 
F i n a l l y , 
h o w e v e r, 
through one bishop who 
believed in leveling with 
the people on an action in­ 
volving them, the facts 
were brought out: A com­ 
mittee had been authorized 
to raise questions with con­ 
gressional committees to 
confirmation of 
Nelson 
Rockefeller as vice presi­ 
dent because of his pro­ 
abortion stand. Only after 
newsmen dug it out. 
through a lone bishop 
against hiding it. was an 
action on a clearly public 
issue 
o f f i c i a l l y 
acknowledged. 
—In another case, the 
interdenominational relief 
agency supported by most 
major Protestant and 
Orthodox churches. Church 
World Service, recently 
was involved in a policy 
controversy over wiiether 
it should oppose oppressive 
g overn in g 
system s 
overseas as well as doing 
direct relief work. 
An emergency meeting 
of its 30-member executive 
board met to consider the 
dispute, but reporters were 
barred and official state­ 
ments afterward were am­ 
biguous Only later through 
individual sources was it 
determined — on a matter 
of keen church-member 
concern — that the agency 
would stick solely to relief* 
rehabilitation work and 
avoid partisan conduct 
about foreign social 
systems

California Department of 
T r a n s p o r t a t i o n said 
Wednesday. 
California 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Evelle Younger said in a 
January opinion that state 
law requires the state to 
assess the environmental 
impact of the procedure. 
The salt used on the 
roads has k i lle d or 
damaged trees and other 
vegetation along state 
highways, particularly in 
the area around Lake 
Tahoe, critics of the prac­ 
tice have said. 
• The possibility of 
damage to roadsid e 
vegetation...and to aquatic 
life and water quality” 
were the possible adverse 
effects of salting, the 
report said. 
But. it added. “ The 
promised action is the most 
economical and effective 
method known and may 


emerge as the least en­ 
vironmentally damaging of 
the presently available op­ 
tions.” 
The report listed five 
alternative ways to clear 
the roads: 
I sing sand or cinders, 
limiting the use of salt to 
curves and intersections, 
limiting the use of salt to 
a re a s 
where 
e n v i ­ 
ronmental damage is un­ 
likely; using other ice 
removal agents, and con­ 
tinued use of salt 
Hat May, spokeswoman 
for the department's 
Marysville office, said the 
draft report will be held 
until July 28 for comments 
from the public.

Ms. May said that two 
studies of the effects of 
salting roadways on plants 
and aquatic life are un­ 
derway.

The husky 32-year-old Floyd, who 
hasn't won on the pro golf tour since 
1969 when he captured three titles, 
had a two-stroke lead over Dan 
Sikes, a 44-year-old veteran who is 
attempting a comeback from a four- 
month rest for an ailing right 
shoulder. 


Sikes shot 67, the day's best round, 
and slipped into second place at 138 
on the strength of some phenomenal 
long putting. He was one shot in front 
of Gary Player of South Africa and 
Miller Barber, both with second- 
round 70s; Dick Rhyan, with a 71, 
and Steve Melnyk, who had a 68. 


Floyd, starting in the first hour of 
the long day on the steamy, 7,160- 
yard, par-72 Quail Hollow Country 
Cub course, missed only two greens 
But he also missed several putts. He 
putted 32 times, seven more than he 
needed in Thursday's first round 
Starting on the back nine, he bir- 
died the 13th hole from 40 feet and 


wedged up to 10 inches for a birdie on 
No. 14. 
On the 584-yard 15th, Floyd drove 
into the woods, pitched out and top­ 
ped a three-wood into the back of a 
water hazard. He eventually reached 
the green in five and two-putted from 
eight feet. 
Moving to the front nine, he began 
by missing birdie putts of 12 and 10 
feet. On the No. 4 hole, he blasted 
from a bunker, only to miss a six-foot 
putt for par. 
He birdied the long fifth from 18 
feet and the ninth, his final hole, 
when his sand wedge shot rimmed 
the cup, leaving a six-inch putt. 
Floyd said the wind that was “ just 
enough to be comfortable” during 
the first nine holes of play came up 
stronger “ the last four or five. ’ 
Seventy-eight players made the 36- 
hole cut at 147, three over par and 
five shots higher than last year on 
the Quail Hollow course which has 
been toughened. 
Don Ruh explains 
reasons for switch 


Mt. San Antonio College track 
coach Don Ruh will be switching 
positions with his assistant of nine 
years, John Norton, and according to 
Ruh. he feels the transition will be an 
easy one. “ The hardest part of next 
year w ill be in not having Ron 
Copeland around anymore,” he ad­ 
ded.

As an indication of his coaching in­ 
terests, Ruh has just accepted an in­ 
vitation by the national AAU office 
to coach the U.S. youth team in its 
meet with the Soviet Union this sum­ 
mer. In preparation, he will fly to 
Knoxville, Tenn. to help select the 
U.S. team from athletes competing 
in the National Juniors meet on June 
13 and 14. The USA-USSR meet w ill’ 
take place in Lincoln, Neb. on July 5 
and 6. 
Ruh has enjoyed his head coaching 
assignment, but feels after one year 


as M en’s Ph ysical Education 
Department chairman, he can’t do 
justice to both. Somewhat embarras­ 
sed at a misquote that appeared fol­ 
lowing the 1975 state championships 
in Bakersfield, Ruh said, “ I ’ve never 
asked a team to win for me or 
anyone else other than themselves 
We talk the values and purposes of 
athletics to our athletes all the time, 
and never is anything like that in­ 
cluded in our philosophy. It was a lit­ 
tle embarrassing to see something 
like that in the paper,” Ruh added

Joined 
by 24 different exhibits — 
the current one. a high 
school art show; the 
previous one. the seventh 
annual exhibition of Water- 
color West. 
General factotum of the 
center is Alan Garrett, a 
black-bearded 6-footer who 
was graduated from the 
Otis Art Institute in Los 
Angeles in 1966 He works 
in a wide variety of media 
— drawing, design, print- 
making, cast metal and 
welded steel. 
He spent 
three years at the Hocka- 
dav (Mont ) Center for the 
Arts, and cam e to the 
Riverside center in 1973. 
He is a dedicated young

“ We ’ve made some 
positive steps recently."

"The caliber of 
work at the center has im­ 
proved and the exhibits are 
better and more varied.

We have to meet the needs 
of the community and 
make people aware of 
various art form s and 
styles." 
Among the goals of the 
Pennsylvania-born

tor is to get more exposure

"We want to get it out 
more, lend it to the

want to get the kids into 
the way an artist sees and 
creates, the tools he uses." 
The 
R i v e r s i d e 
Art 
Center and Museum, over 
seen by a board of trustees, 
operates on an annual 
budget of $120.000. The 
funds come from art class 
tuition, a percentage of the 
sales, and dues from the 
700 members. These are

family, $40 supporting, and 
$75 and up, patron 
The 
center also profits from 
courses given there for un­ 
iversity extension credit. 
The center has a com­

The 
building, constructed in 
1929, was formerly the 
YWCA. 
If Garrett is the pilot of 
the center, the engine is 
the 10-year-old Art Al­ 
liance which provides a 
firm foundation of con­ 
tinuity, assists at shows 
and demonstrations, and 
raises funds through a 
variety of social and 
cultural events — an anti­ 
que auction, Renoir picnic 
party, theater parties and 
other activities. The Art 
Alliance is made up of 
some 60 dedicated women 
who volunteer much time 
and service to the art 
center s programs 
"There is a need for the 
center here, Garrett said, 
and a need to keep it 
growing, changing and ex­ 
panding 
We are here for 
the benefit of the com­ 
munity. its artists and art 
lover* We are here for the 
look on the children s 
faces That’s what it's all 
about."

Towering shade trees, colorful 
plants and flowers, and green lawns 
provide the setting for Pomona’s 
oldest continuous business—Pomona 
Cemetery. 


O riginally occupying a sm all 
parcel at Franklin and Towne 
avenues, the cem etery's first burial 
was made in 1877 


B etw een 1882 and 1892. the 
cem etery was operated by the 
Pomona t)dd Fellows Lodge. In 1892 
the Pomona Cemetery Association 
was formed 
It still operates the 
grounds, which now has grown to 80 
acres. 


The association is governed by a 
board of trustees with Pomona 
businessman San Gist as president 
Other members of the board are C. 
R Goff and Gaius L. Keiser, vice 
president; Robert S Hickson, direc­ 
tor; Robert J. Ranck. secretary, and 
Prank T. Carr, assistant secretary. 


R a n c k . w ho m a n a g e s th e 
cem etery , points out that the 
grounds, in addition to being 
P o m o n a s o ld e s t c o n tin u o u s 
b u sin ess, 
also has 
h isto ric a l 
significance as the site of the 
Pomona stop on the Butterfield 
Stage Coach line. 


The coach stop site is marked by a 
huge sycamore tree. 
A large rose garden, stained glass 
windows in the mausoleum, and a 
hand sculptured art piece imported 
from Italy highlight the grounds. The 
sculpture, ‘ Praying Hands, ’ weighs 
over 1,100 pounds and was created 
especially for the cemetery 
The Veterans' Memorial in the 
cem etery is the annual site of 
Memorial Day services by local 
veterans’ organizations. 


The older section of the cemetery 
is dotted with large stone monument 
grave markers, which are no longer 
used anywhere in the cemetery. 


The cem etery’s mausoleum con­ 
tains some 10.000 crypts and a 
crematorium built 10 years ago. 


“ Great care is given to the ap­
